GREENVILLE, Miss., March 5 
(AP)—Two crewmen were killed 
and 11 are reported missing in the 
sinking of the 180-foot towboat 
Natchez last night. 

The Natchez, St. Louis-bound 
from Mayersville, Miss., was swept 
against a pier of a highway 
‘bridge 11 miles below Greenville 
and rolled over. The missing, in- 
cluding Capt. James F. Browinski 
and James Norman of St. Louis, 


are believed to have perished. 
(The Federal . Barge 
which owned the boat, said in St. 
Louis that 26 men were aboard 
the Natchez when it sank and 13 
are known to have survived.) 
Pilot Is Rescued. 


——— 


The rescued include the pilot, 
Walter Hass of St. Louis. One of 
the survivors was with the 
' Watchez’s barges at the time of 
the collision. Eleven others were 
brought here by the towboat 
Gohio-Latonia which picked up 
nine survivors, two of whom died 
on board, and took aboard four 
men rescued by other boats. En- 
gineer Louis Keeling of Greenville, 
Miss., was picked up far down 
stream. He is in serious condi- 
tions. 

“There could hardly have been 
any others saved,” said Capt. Wil-

Hearing on Need for Revenue 
Increase Set for March 
24 by Commission. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 5— 
The application of the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. to increase its 
revenues by the elimination of the 
sale of tokens on streetcars and 
busses was suspended today by 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission. A hearing in the case 
was-ordered for March 24. 

The company’s proposal would 
have become effective automati- 
cally on March 22 had not the 
commission suspended or disap- 
proved the application. 

At the before the com- 
mission March 24 the question of 
the necessity of an increase in 
revenue will be taken up. The 
company has estimated the elimi- 
nation of the sale of tokens would 
increase revenue by $520,000 an- 
nually. Tokens are sold four for 
35 cents. 

An audit of the company’s oper- 
ating expenses, revenue and prop- 
erty is now being made by the 
commission staff. It is expected 
to be completed next September. 
At the hearing this month it will 
also be determined whether a 
temporary order should be issued 
for the financial relief of the com- 
pany, pending the completion of 
the audit. 

‘The Commission today author- 
ized the Public Service Co. to com- 
plete a $1,327,632 loan agreement 
for purchase of 100 new motor- 
busses, The company, under the 
order, would issue chattel mort- 
gages to St. Louis banks and trust 
companies as security for the 
loans,

This would be done even if the 
U.N. is unable to carry out its 
own partition project, the agency 
said in a major policy statement 
to the U.N. Security Council. 

Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, chairman 
of the American section of the

“We feel under obligation to 
make our position unmistakably 
clear, Ad far as the Jewish people 
is concerned, it has accepted the 
(partition) decision of the United 
Nations. We regard it as binding 
and we are resolved to move for- 
ward in the spirit of that decision. 

Cites “Dates to Be Met.” 

“Under the plan there are dates 
to be met. We must assume that 
these dates will be met. 

“We fully respect the authority 
of the United Nations but if it is 
unable to carry out its own deci- 
sion and, as a consequence, the 
Jewish community of Palestine is 
confronted with the threat of an- 
nihilation, it will be compelled by 
the considerations of sheer sur- 
vival, not to speak of the preser- 
vation of its rights, to take all the 
necessary measures which the situ- 
ation will call for.” 

After Silver spoke, Colombia 
proposed a week-long recess be- 
fore voting on Palestine proposals 
before the Council The move, 
which was opposed by the United 
States, was defeated.

It then “was revealed that the 
United States was accepting a 
series of Russian amendments ‘to 
its Palestine proposals. Delegate 
Warren R. Austin told the Council 
this was being done in efforts to 
“establish harmony between the 
pon ar States and the Soviet Un- 
on.” 

As the Council went into a 
luncheon recess, Austin and So- 
viet Delegate Andrei A. Gromyko 
agreed to confer off the floor in 
a move for complete agreement.

He Has Become a Personal Issue, One South- 
erner Says—Schwellenbach, M’Grath 
Seek Compromise. 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
—Democratic peace feelers Were 
reported today to have bumped 
into an unbudging Dixie stand 
that only President Truman’s exit 
can halt the civil rights revolt.

McGrath seemingly had little to 
offer except a return to the 1944 
party . platform plank on civil 
rights. That declaration promised 
only in a general way to bring 
about greater equality among the 
races. It contained no _ specific 
reference to the anti-po]l tax, 
anti-lynching, anti-job discrimina- 
tion and anti-Jim Crow measures 
proposed by the President. 

The Southerners were reported 
to have said, in effect; that this 
would be fine, but not enough. 
What they want, they made it 
plain, is for Truman to take him- 
self out of the November election 
picture. As one Southerner put it 
to a reporter: Truman has become

“We must have unity with the 

Soviet Union. Our place is at their 
side. We must be grateful tf Rus- 
sia allows us to be there. 

“We made a bloodless revolution 
and have entered a new phase of 
history. 

“When the situation sharpened 
I did not contemplate for one 
minute where my place is. It is 
with the Czechs and the Slovaks, 
the people whom I love.” 


Against Resisting Reds. 

Masaryk paid tribute to those in 
resistance work at home and 
abroad during the German occupa- 
tion. 

“Resistance to Hitler, yes, but 
resistance to your own brethren, 
no,” he said. He was apparently 
referring to such former ministers 
as Priokop Drtina, who stood up 
to the Communists and then at- 
tempted to end his Hfe. 

Masaryk said he did not believe 
he would live to see another war. 
He ended his talk: “You can count 
on me. I am one’of you.” 

Replacing of Benes Denied. 

Communist Premier Klement 
Gottwald’s office denied meantime 
that Presi@ent Eduard Benes is 
be replaced because of illness. 

“The President is very tired and 
it is not known when he can come 
back to Prague,” said Frantisek 
Necasek, chief of the Premier's 
press section. “We do not know 
how long he may be ill. There 
has been no consideration given 
to any replacement or successor 
for him and, if any such step is 
taken, it will bé according to the 
constitution.” 


Benes, associate of the elder 
Masaryk in the founding of the 
country, was elected to a seven- 
year term in 1946. The constitu- 
tion provides that if the President 
is unable to do his work for six 
months, three-fourths of the cabi- 
net may decide to name a deputy 
vice president. He then would be 
elected by three-fifths of a quorum 
in Parliament. 

Necasek said Benes would be. 
unable to speak in Prague Mon- 
day at the celebration of the bat- 
tle of Sokolov, in which Czech sol- 
diers fought alongside the Red 
Army. 

“The Premier asked permission 
to represent him at the celebra- 
tion,” the press officer said, “That 
was all.” 

Comment by Gottwald. 

The Communists gained full con- 
trol of Czechoslovakia Feb. 25 and 
have consolidated power while 
preserving the facade of a coali- 
tion government. The national 
radio broadcast this comment 
from Gottwald after today’s first 
full meeting of the new Govern- 
ment:

HELSINKI, March 5 (UP)—An 
overwhelming majority of Fin- 
land’s political representatives 
went on record today against any 
military pact with Russia, but in 
favor of accepting Prime Minister 
oseph Stalin’s' proposal] for nego- 
tiations. 

President Juho H. Paasikivi 
conferred for hours tonight with 
Foreign Minister Carl Enckell on 
a reply to Stalin's request for ne- 
gotiations: The newspaper Nya 
Pressen said negotiators would be 
appointed not later than’ tomor- 
row. 

Of the six major parties, only 
the Democratic Union, made up of 
Communists and Socialists, was in 
favor of negotiations and a mili- 
tary pact with Russia. This is the 
country’s biggest party, with about 
half of the 200 seats in pariia- 
ment, 

Three Oppose Negotiations. 

Two other left-of-center parties, 
the Social Democrats and the 
Swedish people’s party, have rec- 
ommended negotiating, at the 
same time opposing any military 
pact binding Finland to the East- 
ern bloc. 

The three right-wing parties, 
the Conservatives, Agrarians, and 
Liberals, today presented their 
formal recommendations opposing 
any negotiations with Russia. 

Indications increased that Paasi- 


kivi would offer a counter-propos- 
al to the Russian request. The 
counter-proposal, according to best 
available reports, would suggest 
that Finland and Russia enter 
into a treaty along the lines of the 
1945 French-Russian friendship 
pact. Military clauses would be 
left out. 
Expert on U.N. Called In. 

(The Associated Press said Prof. 
Tauno Suontausta, Finnish spe- 
cialist on the United Nations char- 
ter, was called in by Paasikivi. 
Finnish leaders were reported 
studying the possibilities of cer- 
tain articles in the U.N. charter 
as an out for Finland if it re- 
jects the terms of the proposal, 
even though Finland is not a U.N. 
member.) 

Finnish Communists continued 
their campaign to break down re- 
sistance to a military treaty with 
Russia. Social Democratic party 
leaders said daily conferences 
were being held at Communist 
headquarters and the party’s fin- 
est orators were being sent to 
speak at workers meetings.

“Only real.traitors and other 
criminals are usually shot there,” 
the Princess told her lawyers, 

Hundreds of Chinese jammed 
the court at her trial, where she 
appeared wearing a turtle-necked 
sweater with her hair cropped 
close like a man’s, Evidence pre- 
sented then was that she worked 
closely with Gen. Kenji Doihara, 
who engineered the Mukden inci-

Old press dispatches show that 
she received high honors in Tokyo 
in 1983, and was reported led an 
army for the Japanese during the 
Manchurian campaign. 

She is a cousin of Henry Pu Yi, 
puppet emperor of Manchoukuo 
under the Japanese.

State Department Explains 
Delegates Did Not Present 
fficial ‘ Views. 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
—A. conference was held at the 
State Department yesterday ‘on 
ways to promote world-wide free- 
dom of information—and one of 
the sessions was held “off the 
record.” 

“Off the record means” that 
reporters are not free to report 
for publication what is said. 

Asked to explain, State Depart- 
ment officials said representatives 
were present from such organiza- 
tions as the American Bar As- 
sociation, the American Legion 
and the American Association of 
University Women. 

On some of the issues involved, 
the officials added, such organiza- 
tions have not taken an official 
stand, and hence their represen- 
tatives could not commit them. 
Therefore, the “no quotes” meet- 
ing was held so they could ex- 
press their personal opinions 
freely. 

The officials did not say who 
asked for the off-the-record meet- 


Walter H, Johnson of Nebraska 
marshalled proponents of § the 
measure before the committee, 
Senator McCarran showed the ut- 
most patience.

Shoe Corp. L. urg, Va., 
which challenged the standing of 
the CIO Shoe Workers. The 
union, by referendum in January, 
voted to change its constitution 
and do away with its three vice 
presidencies. 

One of the three, Julius Crane 
of Chicago, h2d voted against 
signing a non-Communist afti- 
davit. As long as he remained an 
officer of the union and would 
not sign, the shoe workers were 
barred under the law from using 
the board’s machinery. 

The Craddock-Terry company 
was ordered last May 29 to bar- 
gain with the shoe workers union. 
Taking note of the constitutional 
change, the company appealed to 
the board to change that order. 
It argued that “this referendum 
was undertaken with the intent 
of circumventing’ the  Taft- 
Hartley Act. 

The company said the union 
was “not in compliance” with the 
act because the three officers 
were still performing the same 
duties, receiving the same pay as 
before. 

The shoe workers took their 
cue from the AFL. The AFL 
changed its constitution in Octo- 
ber because John L. Lewis, one 
of 13 vice presidents, refused to 
submit the non-Communist affi- 
davits. To meet that situation, 
the AFL eliminated the vice 
presidencies, leaving only Presi- 
dent William F. Green and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer George Meany as 
officers. 

The NLRB conceded in the 
Craddock-Terry case that abolish-

Bar Committee of the Thirteenth |

in an information filed yesterday 
in Circuit Court: at Clayton. Cir- 
cuit Judge Fred E. Mueller set 
March 28 for a hearing. 

The committee alleged that |

had been paid, in order to hasten | 
the closing of the estate and the 
payment of the heirs. To do this, | 
the committee said, he made out. 
a check for the amount: of the 
judgment and then indorsed the | 
names of the payees without their | 
knowledge or permission. 

There was no allegation that | 
Ebeling had obtained any money 
through the transaction, or that 
The judg- 
ment later was paid. In testimony 
at the hearing held by the com- 
mittee before the charges of un- 
professional charges were 
brought, Ebeling specifically de- 
nied that he had profited through 
the transaction. He conceded 
that his actions were “rash” and 
that they had caused him “ex- 
tremely much worry.” 

Details of Complaint. 

The information set forth that 
Ebeling was attorney for the exec- 
utors of the estate of Vito Vivi- 


the estate for $378 was won in 
Circuit Court by Emanuel Loeb, 
a real estate broker, June _ 10, 
1946. Loeb contended Viviano had 
owed him-.$3000 and appealed to 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
which affirmed the lower court 
judgment on May 20, 1947. 

While the appeal was pending, 
the information continued, Ebel- 
ing was “hard pressed by the de- 
visees and legatees to obtain a 
final settlement of the estate,” and 
made out a check to Loeb and 
Sylvan Agatstein, Loeb’s attorney, 
for the amount of the circuit 
court judgment. 

He signed the check ‘Ebeling, 
Ebeling & Fulton,” the name of 
the firm with which he is asso- 
ciated, and indorsed the check 
with the rames of Loeb and 
Agatstein; adding ‘for deposit | 
Ebeling, Ebeling & Fulton,” the | 
information said. Then he pre-| 
sented the check to the Probate 
Court and obtained a final settle- 
ment of the estate June. 28, 1946, | 
nearly u year before the appellate | 
court ruling on the claim. ® | 

No Specific Penalty Sought. 

The final settlement was set 
aside July 29, 1946, when Loeb 
protested he had not been paid. 
A new final settlement was en- 
tered after the appellate court 
ruling and the payment of the. 
judgment to Loeb, 

No specific penalty was sought 
by the bar committee. Possible 
penalties, should the charges be 
sustained, range from a repri- 
mand to disbarment. 

In a statement to the | 
Post-Dispatch Ebeling acknowl- 
edged he had indorsed the check 
and deposited it to his firm’s ac- 
count, but “only after Loeb had 
refused to accept it.” 

“There was nothing else I 
could do in order to close the 
estate,” Ebeling said. “I left the 
money in the firm’s account for | 
Loeb’s benefit, but he continued 
to refuse to accept it. He could 
have had the money any time he 
wanted it.” ,

Committee members said other 
amendments to the Kinney bill it 
adopted are intended to clarify 
the complicated interest legisla- 
tion, and to set a maxim legal 
interest rate of 24 per cent. The 
top rate, they said, would be on 
loans under $400 when made for 
a period of six months. 

Another amendment would pro- 
hibit lenders from forcing renewal 
of loans in order to collect a spe- 


cial loan fee every month. Oppo- 
nents had complained this was 
possible under the measure, and 
by this device lenders could charge 
up to 54 per cent a year on small 
loans. 

The committee also added a new 
provision requiring lenders, at 
the time the loan is made, to 
give borrowers a statement show- 
ing all interest and fees to be 
charged, stated in simple interest, 
so there can be no misunderstand- 
ing of the amount being charged.

GUATEMALA, March 5 (AP)— 
Movements of troops were report- 
ed on both sides of the border to- 
day as Guatemalan ire mounted 
in the dispute with Britain over 
claims to British Honduras. 

The Guatemalan Foreign Minis- 
try and Army high command gaid 
troops had been ordered to the 
border “in view of the actual 
emergency precipitated by the 
disembarkment of British troops 
in our territory of Belize.” The 
Government said the Army had 
orders to repel a British invasion. 

(In Belize, capital of British 
Honduras, officials said no British 
troops were stationed near the 
frontier.) 

Col. Alejandro Maldonado, gov- 
ernor of Peten Province, told the 
central government he woufd per- 
sonally investigate reports that 
1500 British troops with field can- 
non were posted along the border. 

Recently the British sent two 
cruisers to Belize as assurance 
against possible incidents by what 
they called “irresponsible ele- 
ments” in Guatemala. mg car- 
ried troops. One cruiser already 
has left. 


Guatemala termed the visit of 
the ships a “hostile act” and con- 
tended they had violated Guate- 
malan territorial waters. 

In Lendon, the British Govern- 
ment, saying British Honduras had 
been a crown colony for “a period 
of over 100 years,” repeated its 
willingness to have the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice decide the 
matter.

The same pattern is to be seen 
everywhere in Greece, from the 
northern frontier to the Pelopon- 
nesus. Most Americans and many 
Greeks recognize it, 

American officers go into the 
field with high hopes. After talk- 
ing to Greek Army officers they 
are convinced the problem can be 
solved easily. But as soon as they 
see the Army in operation they 
change their minds, they feel the 
task is monumental. 

The Greek Army’s soldiers rank 
with the very best in the world 
and many of its officers are able 
men. But the Army is heavy with 
limitless amounts of dead wood 
which many American officers be- 
lieve must be cleaned out before 
the war can be ended. 

All observers believe that the 
reconstruction of Greece is de- 
pendent on a solution to the mili- 
tary problem. Most of them find 
these faults with the Greek Army 
as it is now constituted, and their 
opinions confirmed .what I have 
seen in a half dozen operations: 

1, The necessity of garrison- 
ing towns evérywherei in Greece 
to prevent successful raids by 
the guerrillas, who hold the ini- 
tiative and can pick their tar- 
gets 

2. Lack of aggressiveness and 
determination to carry through 
on operations. Instead of strik- 
ing swiftly and savagely when 
the guerrillas attack, the Army 
seems to suffer a sudden hard- 
ening of the afteries. 

3. The Army lacks mobility to 

head off and surround fast- 

moving guerrilla bands. 

4. Its intelligence is good, but 
tends to rely on informers, Ap- 
parently: the Greek Army ‘Tacks 
a basic knowledge of scouting 
and patrolling, without which 


To do this, new 


no war, especially a hill war 
like this one, can be waged 
successfully, 

5. The Greek Army is unwill- 
ing to accept losses, even minor 
ones, to win important battles. 
Its communiques, which gén- 
erally are basically accurate, in- 
variably report enormous guer- 
rilla casualties compared with 
light Army losses. But the 
Army is hesitant to accept even 
this proportion as the necessary 
price to clean up the guerrillas. 

6. Its command is too cen- 
tralized, its organization inflex- 
ible, and, as in all Greek mat- 
ters, there is too much red 
tape. Instead of developing a 
“tallyho” spirit, and encourag- 
ing their men to wade into the 
guerrillas wherever they might 
be, Greek commanders too of- 
ten adopt a “must await orders” 
policy. They seem unable to 
chase the guerrillas “beyond the 
limits of my territory” regard- 
less of the good chances of ad- 
ministering a beating. 

7. Most important of all, the 
Greek Army and many of its 
officers believe their own alibis 
too much, Their constant clam- 
or for mountain guns and heavy 
,~machine guns, which American 
officers consider virtually use- 
less in this type of warfare, is 
a case in point. 

If the Army fumbles a chance 
to catch the guerrillas, it blames 
“lack of sufficient guns.” This is 
the reason given even if it is ob- 
vious that a, trainload of guns 
wouldn’t have had the slightest 
effect on the outcome of the en- 
gagement. Government commuasi- 
ques belie the Army’s constant 
complaint that guerrillas are 
stronger in fire power. 

This reliance also shows up in 
the too-current belief among offi- 
cers and men that “it is hopeless 
to try to settle the guerrilla prob- 
lem until the northern frontier is 
sealed, and we don’t have suf- 
ficient manpower to do that.” —

Another National Impasse? 


Will the present divided administration be set 
up in reverse after’the November election? That 
is, will at least one branch of Congress go Demo- 
cratic even though the Republicans should win 
the presidency? 

It is not too early to begin thinking about this 
possibility because it is altogether possible that 
the Senate will return to Democratic control re- 
gardiess of who is sent to the White House and 
which party organizes the House. 

This possibility, not to say likelihood, arises 
from the fact that the Republicans are in the 
same fix the Democrats were in two years ago 
with respect to doubtful seats. Two years ago 
the Democrats came up with senatorships expir- 
ing in doubtful states. This year it is the Re- 
publicans who are in that boat. 

The Republicans now hold 51 seats to 45 for 
the Democrats. Since 49 are required for con- 
trol, the Democrats need to win three seats to tie 
and four for a majority. Of the 32 seats at stake 
this year, 14 are Democratic and 10 of these are 
in Southern areas. The other Democratic seats 
are in Rhode Island and New Mexico, figured as 


'probably Democratic, and Colorado and Mon- 


tana, which the Republicans carried two years 
ago and so now are doubtful. 

The G.O.P. position is less secure. Of the 18 
Republican seats, seven are figured as sure for 
the party: Kansas, Maine, Massachusetts, Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire, Oregon and South: Da- 
kota. Eight others are much less certain but 
seemingly give the Republicans an advantage. 
These are in Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, 
Michigan, Minnesota, New Jersey and Wyoming. 
But if the_G.O.P. should carry all 15, it still 
could lose numerical control by failing to hold 
Republican seats from Kentucky, Oklahoma and 
West Virginia. | 

These three states may well offer the crucial 
senatorial races. The Republican incumbent 
from Kentucky, John Sherman Cooper, has made 
an excellent impression in his first year, but this 
record must go up against the fact that Kentucky 
has since returned to the fold with a Democratic 


Governor. West Virginia is usually fighting 


ground. It was in 1946 when Democratic Sena- 
tor Kilgore narrowly came through, As for Ok- 
lahoma, the election of Senator Moore as a 
Republican six years ago was pretty much of a 
fluke. The Sooner state voted Josh Lee out 
rather than Ed Moore in. 

It ‘may “be that this situation will clarify 
enough by fall to be the basis on which some 
voters will mark their ballots for President. We 
havé fallen into so many pitfalls with control 
divided that few thoughtful citizens will want to 
stumble down the same tortuous road again for 
the next two years, 
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Delayed Justice for Policemen 
Higher pay for St. Louis policemen may wait 


until the next session of the Legislature because 


a State Senate committee is holding up the legis- 
lation. The delay may be partly due to the St. 
Louis Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
which approved the bill on condition that the 
Legislature would authorize municipal income or 
earnings taxes for this and other expenses. Un- 
fortunately, the economical course is not as 
simple as that “if” makes it. 

St. Louis policemen, according to official fig- 
ures compiled by Police Board President H. Sam 
Priest, are paid less than those in cities of like 
size and wealth. They are underpaid in com- 
parison with St. Louis civil service employes, 
who recently had a cost-of-living raise. One 
patrolman says he will become a garbage wagon 
driver with longer vacations, much shorter hours 
and $5 more a month. He is no isolated example. 
The Police Department has improved markedly 
under the Priest administration but the long 
hours. and low pay still cause widespread dis- 
satisfaction among the men and contribute to 
the high rate of resignations and extreme dif- 
ficulty in filling vacancies. 

The city is in a financial jam, but there is no 
economy in jeopardizing the-Police Department’s 
hard-won asset of rising efficiency and morale. 
The House has now approved municipal income 
taxes. Let the Senate only get busy with the 
police bill and they could still reach Gov. Don- 
nelly’s desk together before the month is out. 
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The Communists declared their coup in Czech- 
oslovakia reflected “the people’s will.” Sure, 
some Russian people’s. 
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Too Many China Policies 

Gen. Wedemeyer and Gen. MacArthur took a 
hand at making American foreign policy on 
China in their testimony to the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. It is disquieting enough 
that they do not leave this matter to the State 
Department, where it properly belongs. It is 
still more disquieting that both generals’ views 
evidently conflict -with the State Department’s. 

MacArthur declares China cannot reform its 
government at the same time that the National- 
ist regime is saving itself militarily from the 
Chinese Communists, though Secretary Marshall 
—and President Truman—have declared that it 
can and must do so. 

Wedemeyer apparently blew the lid off his 
differences with the State Department in his 
appearance before the House committee. His 
report on China and Korea, which he made more 
than five months ago as a special job for the 
President, a declared secret by Secretary 
Marshall. Speculation was that Marshall didn’t 
want it given out because Wedemeyer said in it 
that Marshall plan aid wasn’t going to do any 
good generally without military aid to back it up. 
Now Wedemeyer has said so openly. 

Apparently everybody is making China policy 
for the United States except the State Depart- 
ment. Where it is Wedemeyer and MacArthur 
today, a short while ago it was a Republican 
group led by Senators Bridges and Vandenberg 
and Gov. Dewey. | 

They threatened to make political capital out 
of the charge that the Administration’ was doing 
nothing to head off Communism in China. The 
President and the State Department were pres- 
sured into asking Congress for a $570,000,000 
China aid program against their better judg- 
ment. They knew that it could accomplish no 
permanent good and that it might damage the 
European Recovery Program by competing with 
it for goods in short supply. 

At bottom, the trouble is that the State De- 
partment has no definite, generally-known policy 
toward China. It has not had any since Marshall, 
after making his report on China in January of 
last year, became Secretary of State and an- 
nounced an end of this country’s efforts at medi- 
ation in China. The lack of an official , policy 
ever since has been a standing invitation to push 
the State Department around. It is little wonder 
that Bridges, Vandenberg and Dewey, and now 
Wedemeyer and MacArthur, have responded 
with some pushing. 

There is a limit to what the United States can 


.both by experience and temperament, 


do for the permanent reconstruction of Europe 
and Asia. Whenever it gives China help that is 
wasted, it reduces its ability to give China help 
that will be put to good account. Drift and im- 
provisation are wasteful. If our means are to be 
equal to the task, we have got to employ them 
to a constant purpose. 

For a statement of what that purpose is in 
China and how the Administration proposes to 
go about it, the country can only look to the 
President and Secretary Marshall.

Gov. Donnelly’s New Board 

It looks as though Gov. Donnelly has ap- 
pointed an excellent new training school board, 
and thus is making amends for his wretched 
handling of the Boonville matter. 

The St. Louis member, Alfred Fleishman, is: 
widely and favorably known in this city. He is 
well equipped for the training school board 
As for- 
mer Superintendent of Recreation here, Fleish- 


man became skilled in the guidance of children. . 


More recently, he worked under Col. Howard 
Rusk in the rehabilitation of combat casualties, 
and received the Army’s Legion of Merit. 


Fleishman, who is expected to be chairman of 
the new board, has declared himself “dead set” 
against corporal punishment because of its bru- 
talizing effects. He favors the re-training, re- 
education and re-adjustment of the Boonville 
boys, and therefore is wholly in agreement with 
running the training school as an edicational 
institution and not as a penal farm. 


If Fleishman establishes the pattern for the 
new board, the Governor will find himself just 
where he was before he fired the old board. 
Fleishman's views are similar to those of the 
old board. They follow closely the policies ad- 
hered to by Louis J. Sharp, ex-director, and by 
John C. Tindall, ousted superintendent at the 
Boonville school.

state-wide reputation for ability and progressive- 
ism in the upper house. He appears also to be 
a fine appointment. The other members seem 
to measure up to a good standard. 

There remains a question, however, whether 
the Governor will not find himself with two 
training school boards. Senator Jasper Smith 
thinks the old board is still legally in existence, 
and former members have hired an attorney to 
test the validity of the Governor’s ouster. It 
would be highly embarrassing to the Governor 
if the courts ruled in favor of the old board. 
But it would be no more than poetic justice if 
this were so. 

It may be the old board, which was treated 
outrageously, could be induced to drop its con- 
test if the Governor publicly apologized to %. 
In that case, the way would be clear for the 


new organization to take over with clear title 
nd to begin the hard tasks that lie before it.

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Danger of a Milk Embargo 
Whether or not the current federal prosecu- 
tion of St. Louis dairy officials on price-fixing 


. charges will reduce the housekeeper’s burden 


remains to be seen. Ruit while this case is being 
pushed, the community had better not lose sight 
of another aspect of the milk problem. That 
stems out of the Health Department’s arbitrary 
enforcement of the pure milk ordinance. Some 
day this may bring St. Louis face to face with a 
really major milk crisis. 

The Citizens’ Milk Investigating Committee 
has been told repeatedly that the department's 
methods are driving producers out of the St. 
Louis market. The result has been to make the 
city dependent on the Chicago market in seasons 
of short supply. Now comes a statement by 
Judson P. Mason, marketing director of the Il- 
linois Agricultural Association, that strong ef- 
forts are being made to deprive St. Louis of 
Chicago milk. | 

What has happened is simply this: St. Louis 
buying in periods of shortage has over-enlarged 
Chicago’s supply to the point where producers 
suffer serious losses in normal periods—periods 
in which St. Louis buyers are not in their mar- 
ket. Hence a demand for controls to keep milk 
from going to St. Louis at any time. 

Last October an effort in this direction was 
made by imposing a premium of 60 cents per 
hundredweight on milk going to St. Louis. More 
recently, the Chicago City Council was asked to 
forbid. the inspection of milk destined for St. 
Louis. More drastic proposals may be expected 
next fall, wrote Mr, Mason, If any are put in 
effect, this city will be hard put to find milk 
produced under conditions demanded by its milk 
ordinance. 

While calling attention to this danger, Mr. 
Mason also cited instance after instance of pro- 
ducers in the St. Louis area who actually prefer 
to sell their milk in the Chicago market at a 
lower price simply because of “the insecurity 
which would result from their treatment by the 
St. Louis Health Department.”

The frankest way to make the case for 
Harold Stassen as the next United States 
President is to begin by making four ad- 
missions. Govs. Dewey and Warren have 
each had greater administrative experi- 
ence; Senator Taft has had greater legis- 
lative experience; Gen, MacArthur has had 
greater military experience; Senator Van- 
denberg has had greater experience in for- 
eign affairs. 


The plain fact is that Stassen’s total ex- 
perience excels that of any one of his op- 
ponents, Certainly he has had far more 
foreign-policy and military experience than 
Governor Dewey. 
Three times gover- 
nor of Minnesota, he 
has had far more 
administrative exper- 
ience than Senator 
Taft. In the military 
field his two years 
of combat service 
under Admiral Hal- 
sey have given him 
a fuller military 
background than any 
other civilian presi- 
dential aspirant. 
Stassen may not — 
have the _ intimate Herold Staieee 
foreign-policy experi- 
ence of Senator Vandenberg, but he was 
one of the strongest members of the 
American delegation to the U.N. San Fran- 
cisco Conference. And he is the only can- 
didate for the Republican nomination who 
has dealt with Stalin at first hand, as well 
as the only one who has made the grand 
tour of postwar Europe. 


Three Victories Over FDR 


He was aflle to carry the G.O.P, to vic- 
tory three times in his state, winning in 
spite of the national trend that kept re- 
electing Roosevelt and coattail riders of the 
New Deal. As governor he replaced a 
class-conscious Farmer-Labor administra- 
tion with a progressive, solvent and hu- 
mane administration which ultimately won 
even the support of labor leaders. 


In Minnesota Stassen showed that he 
could create a political climate favorable 
to both labor and capital. As an advocate 
of free enterprise, he worked to guarantee 
the citizen protection against abuses by 
both capital and labor, with further guar- 
antees of security against unemployment 
and old age. 

Harold Stassen created a new atmos- 
phere and was rewarded with the greatest 
popular pluralities ever given a Minnesota 
governor. But his major achievement was 
that he operated without rancor and with- 
out turning the clock back to reaction. He 
founded an honestly progressive admini- 
stration with manifest goodwill toward all 
groups, The argument of the people who 
now back Stassen is that he could do the 
same job on a national scale. 


Tasks Facing American Leaders 


One great political lesson of our times is 
that the voters will sacrifice every other 
consideration in a candidate for a single 
condition: the capacity for imaginative 
leadership. In Stassen’s judgment the 
three great tasks for American leadership 
are: 

1, To keep the American system of mod- 
ern capitalism strong and stable, to avoid 
any serious economic crash, to make sure 
free enterprise includes humanitarianism. 

2. To provide a firm, calm and consistent 
conduct of foreign policy calculated to de- 
feat totalitarian concepts in the world— 
without war. 

3. To face frankly the reality that if the 
spread of totalitarian concepts cannot be 
stopped without war, then the nation must 
maintain its victorious leadership through 
war, 


Stassen has said to Americans and Eu- 


ropeans,-and he told Stalin himself during 
their conversation in the Kremlin, that 


America’s “free capitalistic system, wisely 
regulated but not unduly burdened,” is 
capable of avoiding crises and crashes, re- 
cessions and depressions. Stassen knows 
America can do most to build a secure 
peace by remaining strong at home, 


Stassen supporters believe that his pros- 
pects of winning are better than those of 
the other candidates. The pre-eminent rea- 
son is that Stassen has shown that he has 
a compelling appeal to the nonparty or in- 
dependent voter. The independent vote, 
which the Republican party has lost in 
every presidential election since 1928, is 
indispensable to a Republican victory. 


“Can’t Turn the Clock Back” 


That is the central problem of the Re- 
publicans; their appeal must reach beyond 
traditional Republican ranks to win. And 
the Roper public opinion polls in Fortune 
Magazine have shown that of all the pos- 
sible candidates of both parties, Stassen 
stands highest with the independent voters. 


Is Stassen too “radical”? Hig “radical- 
ism” is actually fictitious, based only on 
charges circulated mostly by Old Guarda- 
men who want to head him off. He knows 
and frankly says that neither the nation 
nor the Republican party can turn the 
clock back; at the same time he sees social- 
ism a monumental failure in Europe. That 
is the extent of his “radicalism.” 


He advocates a taxation ceiling of 50 
per cent. On this point he says, “Let me 
make it clear that when I say that not 
more than 50 per cent of a person’s income 
should be taken from him, I mean not more 
than 50 per cent of his total income, in- 
cluding that portion which comes from tax- 
exempt bonds or capital gains, But I 
strongly believe that a government which 
demands more than half of the total] fruit 
of a citizen's labors, or ingenuity, or inven- 
tiveness or other income is a government 
killing the future of its average citizen and 


weakening the long-range strength of its 
economic system.” 


He has consistently supported major Re- 
publican policies despite particular differ- 
ences. The tax-reduction bill and the Taft- 
Hartley Act of the last session of Congress 
are good examples. 


Plan for War-Wrecked Economies 


Is Stassen too advanced an international- 
ist, too much of a global stargazer? The 
record reveals him as a pretty careful, feet- 
on-the-ground internationalist. He unquali- 
fiedly accepts the premise that the United 
States cannot secede from the world, that 
America cannot maintain its own pros- 
perity and security if there is insecurity 
and chaos abroad.

May he urged that for the next 10 years “10 
per cent of our total production of goods 
and food” be used to aid the stricken econ- 
omies of the world.

Such work, and that of Bellot- 
to’s teacher and uncle, Antonio 
Canale, exercised a strong influ- 
ence on British landscape paint- 
ing of the early nineteenth cen- 
tury, Francesco Zuccarelli, repre- 
sented by a forest scene with fig- 
ures of a man and two women, 
invites comparison with a scene of 
ruins by the earlier Giovanni 
Paolo Pannini.

Carnegie Tech Head Says 


Facts Are Taught, Not 
‘How to Think. 


American education is a failure, 
Robert E. Doherty, president of 
Carnegie Institute of Technology, 
Pittsburgh, said here last night. 
He spoke at the Engineers’ Club 
at a meeting sponsored by the 
club and by the St. Louis chapter 
of the American Institute of Arch- 
itects. | ) 

Most colleges and universities 
teach only facts, he said. They 
don’t teach their students how to 
analyze social crimes and how to 
use the facts as guides for future 
action. 

“We face human, social and 
economic problems that we are in- 
competent to deal with in a civi- 
lized manner,” he declared. “We 
deal with broad issues piecemeal 
and settle them on the basis of 
political expediency to serve sec- 
tional and group interests. 

“We continue in this blind pro- 
cedure until possible disaster con- 
froats us. Then our primary pur- 
pose is the same as that of the 
savage: self-preservation and self- 

. We cease to 
when we face human 
and social issues that are critical.” 

Education is responsible, he 
said, because it has failed to de- 
velop a feeling of socia] responsi- 
bility; an appreciation of human 
and social values and relation- 
ships, and a disciplined analytical 
power, like that develéped in the 
physical and biological sciences, 
to deal with these relationships. 
The educational system must be 
overhauled, he Aeclared. 

Students, he declared, must be 
taught to think and to analyze— 
subject matter must be taught in 
relation to concrete situations. 

He described the educational 
Program in effect experimentally 
at Carnegie Tech, where, he said 
students are taught to consider all 
aspects of a situation, taking into 
account, for example, human and 
Bocial effects of technological ad- 
vances. In addition, courses are 
related to each other by inter-de- 
partmental committees to make 
sure that they mesh, and that in- 
formation and techniques learned 
in one course can be applied in 
another.

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United Gas Pipe Line Co. 
Applies for Boost of 27 
Per Cent, Which Would 
Affect Laclede,

WASHINGTON, March: 5 — Ap- 
plication for a 27 per cent in- 
crease in the price of natural gas 
sold to the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corp. has been filed with the Fed- 
eral Power Commission by the 


United Gas Pipe Line Co. 

This would amount to an 
crease of $433,000 a year to Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel over present 
prices paid by that corporation, 
and would affect rates charged 
by Mississippi to the Laclede Gas 
Light Co., serving St. Louis and 
St. Louis county, along with other 
gas companies in Missouri, Illinois 
and Arkansas, according to FPC 
officials. 

After an investigation by the 
¥FPC in 1943, the rates charged by 


the United.Gas Pipe Line Co. were 
reduced by $2,195,287, of which 
$422,626 was applicable to sales 
made to the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corp. The effect of the new 
request, if granted, would be to 
wipe out that reduction. 

The United Gas Pipe Line Co. 
is the largest natural gas concern 
in the country. It owns or con- 
trols properties in Texas, Louis- 
jana, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Florida. 

The FPC told the Post-Dispatch 
no data*has been submitted to 
the ocommission with the applica- 
tion justifying the requested in- 
crease, other than the general 
claim that consideration should 
be given to the increase in the 
field price of gas. The company, 
it was said, did not say it is not 
‘making a reasonable return on its 
investment. 

The latest available reports of 
the company show that its net in- 
come for 1946 was $5,187,123, an 
increase of $1,623,116 over the pre- 
ceding year. 

FPC spokesmen pointed out that 
last year the rates charged by In- 
terstate National Gas Co. for gas 
delivered to Mississippi were re- 
duced by 42 per cent, as a result 
of an order of the FPC finding 


that Interstate’s rates were exces-: 


sive. The order actually had been 
entered in 1943 but stayed by a 
court pending review. 

The Interstate company said 
that its sales to the Mississippi 
Company were not subject to the 
comm*#sion’s jurisdiction and also 
that the order was unreasonable. 
Both the Federal] Circuit Court of 


Appeals and the United States Su-’ 


preme Court ultimately held in 
favor of the commission.

Lays Proposal ntract Assur- 
ing to 1966. 

Ben C. Comfort of St. Louis, 
president of Mississippi River 
Fuel Corp., told the Post-Dispatch 
the’ proposed price increase by 
United Gas Pipe Line Co. resulted 
from a new contract by which 
Mississippi River Fuel would be 
assured of ar adequate supply of 
natural gas to 1966. 

It has not been determined, he 
said, whether an effort would be 
made to increase wholesale rates 
charged to Laclede Gas Light Co. 
An old rate case affecting La- 
clede has not yet been settled, 
having been remanded to the Fed- 
eral Power Commission by a fed- 
eral appellate cdéurt. Laclede of- 
ficers said they could not esti- 
mate the possible effect of the 


United Gas proposal on cost of 
natural gas bought by Laclede for 
mixture with manufactured gas. 

Comfort explained that , the 
price to be paid by his company 
to United Gas would depend on 
the load factor, which is expected 
to be relatively unfavorable, with 
the prospective increase in use of 
gas for heating fuel. When Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel is able to de- 
liver a sufficient supply, Laclede 
will convert its service to con- 
sumers to straight natural gas. 


Comfort said the new contract 
Was advantageous for the com- 
munity in assuring a supply.

Oct. 15. Some highlights follow: Lincoln, at Springfield: 
“A house divided against itself cannot stand.” I believe 
this government cannot endure permanently half slave and 
half free... .I do not expect the house to fall; but I do 
expect it will cease to be divided. It will become all dne 
thing, or all the other. : 

Douglas, at Chicago: Mr. Lincoln advocates boldly and 
clearly a war of sections, a war of the North against the 
South, of the Free States against the Slave States.... He 
objects to the Dred Scott decision because it does not put 
the Negro in the possession of citizenship on an equality 
with the white man. I am opposed to Negro equality ...I 
am in favor of preserving, not only the purity of the blood, 
but the purity of thé government from any mixture or 
amalgamation with inferior races. 

Lincoln, at Chicago: I protest, now and forever, against 
that counterfeit logic which presumes that because ‘I do 
not want a Negro woman for a slave, I:do necessarily want 
her for a wife. My understanding is that I need mot have 
her for either, but, as God made us separate, we can leave 
one another alone, and do one another much good thereby. 

Lincoln, at Quincy: I suggest that the difference of 
opinion, reduced to its lowest of terms, is no other than the 
difference: between men who think slavery a wrong, and 
those who do not think it wrong. The Republican party 
think it wrong; we think it is a moral, a social, and a 
political wrong... . We. propose a... policy that shall deal 
with it as a wrong. sh 

Douglas, at Quincy: I hold that, under the Constitution 
of the United States, each State of this Union has a right 
to do as it pleases on the subject of slavery... . It is none 
of our business whether slavery exists in Missouri or not. 


Lincoln, at Freeport: I n@w proceed to propound to the 
Judge the interrogatory . . . Can the people of a United 
States Territory, in any lawful way, against the wish of any 
citizen of the United States, exclude slavery from _,its limits 
prior to the formation of a state constitution? 


Douglas, at Freeport: I answer emphatically ... slav- 
ery cannot exist a day or an hour anywhere, unféss it is 
supported by local police regulations ...
